The contract will provide rate advocacy services for Austin Water (AW) residential customer classes during the
performance of the water, wastewater and reclaimed water utility cost of service study. The rate advocate will
participate in the development of the cost of service study public involvement plan which outlines roles, assignment
of tasks, details public involvement efforts, and develops approaches to incorporate outreach to community advocacy
groups, which includes minority and economically disadvantaged customers.

The rate advocate will participate in the cost of service study, review current cost of service and rate design
methodologies, discuss and analyze alternative methodologies, participate on the Public Involvement Committee. The
rate advocate will also present to the Water and Wastewater Commission and Council as necessary, and identify any
conflicts of interest that may interfere with or call into question the ability to effectively represent the AW ratepayers.

An evaluation team with expertise in this area evaluated the offers and scored NewGen Solutions & Strategjes, LLC as
the best to provide these services based on experience and qualifications, concept and program plan, cost, and local
business presence.

This request allows for the development of a contract with a qualified offeror that Council selects. If the City is
unsuccessful in negotiating a satisfactory contract with the selected offeror, negotiations will cease with that provider.
Staff will return to Council so Council may select another qualified offeror and authorize contract negotiations with
this provider.

If the City is unable to enter into a contract, AW will not be able to perform outreach efforts and address customer
concerns or incorporate customer feedback in the cost of service rate study.
